Others May Die 
Many of the wounded were in a 
grave condition and it was feared 
that the death toll would exceed 
40. The governm ent decreed a per­ 
iod of national m ourning. 
The plane was piloted by Lieut. 
Cesar Abadia Estrelloae, 
a dare 
devil 
who 
previously 
had 
been 
suspended six m onths for reckless­ 
ness in flight. H e was stunting at 
a 200 foot altitude over a crowd 
of 20,000. H e swooped down over 
the Presidential stand, where the 
President, P resident-elect Eduardo 
Santos, and diplom ats of several 
countries were review ing the m ili­ 
tary display. 
Struck Aerial 
Spectators said the plane struck 
the aerial of a portable radio sta 
tion. It burst into flam es in the 
air and came down behind the re ­ 
view ing stand with its propeller 
still spinning. 
It stru ck th e ground from an 
angle and cu t a path through hu­ 
m an bodies for more than 60 feet. 
Flam es shot o u t in all directions 
from the w reckage. 
The 
rig h t 
wing of the

stairw ay to the P residential stand. 
The P resident and his com panions 
threw them selves on the floor. 
Rescues Attempted 
Several persons charged Into the 
fire to m ake rescues. A tw o year 
old 
child 
stood 
for 
an 
instant, 
enveloped in flam es. The m other, 
already critically burned, ran deep­ 
e r into the fire to the child’s side. 
The baby w as dead. An uninjured 
m an dragged the m other from the 
fire but she died before she could 
be placed in an am bulance. 
A nother m an ran into the fire 
and dragged the pilot’s body away. 
H is was the first body recovered. 
A picture of his one year old son 
fell from his pocket as he w as lift­ 
ed into an am bulance. 
Opposed Stunting 
Only a few m inutes before the 
crash, P resident-elect Santos had 
told the m inister of w ar: 
“I am 
opposed to aerial m aneuvers above 
crowds because I rem em ber the 
tragedy th a t I w itnessed in the 
airdrom e of Passy, near P aris, in 
the early days of aviation, when 
an airplane cu t off the head of 
M inister of W ar B etaux.” 
Abadia, w ho w as 27, had been 
conspicuous in the a ir m aneuvers 
for 
several 
m inutes 
before 
the 
crash. He had told colleagues be­ 
fore he w ent aloft th a t he w as 
especially anxious to dem onstrate 
his valor "because on m y behavior 
today depends m y prom otion as 
captain."

they could to 
the 
government’s 
various policies and to the appar­ 
ent economic trend) had prepared 
the way for the recession in num ­ 
erous ways over the years 1933- 
1937, and th at the President him ­ 
self had the m isfortune to be the 
one to supply the final determining 
factor 
when 
he 
attacked high 
prices on April 2, 1937. 
It is amazing, consequently, to 
hear the President, in his broad­ 
cast of June 
25, place the re­ 
sponsibility for the recession on 
business leaders, and say th at the 
government made a mistake "of 
optimism in assum ing th at indus­ 
try and 
labor would 
themselves 
make no mistakes." 
The trouble 
lay in the opposite direction. 
Despite the highly unpredictable 
policies of the government, busi­ 
ness men made the mistake of 
relying too much upon what seem­ 
ed to be a central theme in this 
government’s policies as supposed­ 
ly revealed by the President’s re­ 
peated statem ent th a t prices should 
be raised to the 1926 level, "and 
raise them we will." 
If business 
men relied upon anything at all, 
beyond expecting their daily dose 
of tongue lashings and anti-busi­ 
ness legislation. It w as upon the 
New Deal’s assertions th at prices 
would he raised to the 1926 level. 
But In relying upon this announce- 
ed pol lev. they were too optimistic, 
and 
have paid dearly for this 
excessive reliance upon what they 
had supposed 
was a t least one 
consistent element 
in 
this gov­ 
ernm ent’s economic policies. 


NEW YORK, N. Y. — Will Mr. 
Roosevelt be a candidate for a 
third term In 1940? 
Almost every 
commentator has w ritten on this 
recently — so I’ll take a try. 
It 
is the most frequently discussed 
subject wherever two or three are 
gathered together. 
Yet it Is fool­ 
ish question No. 3,000,000,000. 
The 
answer is perfectly obvious. 
“If, 
as the time approaches, he is a b ­ 
solutely certain that he can get 
away with it—nothing could pre­ 
vent him. 
If there is an even 
chance that he may be beaten— 
nothing could persuade him.” 
W hat have been 
the 
reasons 
why no President has had a third 
term? 
There are only four. 
First, 
a real conviction that it is bad 
for democratic institutions—W ash­ 
ington, Jefferson and T. R. 
(in 
1908), 
Second, weariness or illness 
—Jackson and Coolidge. Third, the 
century-and-a-half-old precedent— 
in part, all Presidents save W ash­ 
ington. 
Fourth, a fear of defeat— 
G rant and Wilson. 
As to the first reason, If Mr. 
s. 
Roosevelt ever had a conviction 
that a third term for himself would 
be 
bad 
for 
democracy, ho has 
never expressed it. 
On the con­ 
trary he has hinted something to 
the effect that the recently im­ 
mensely increased powers of the 
President would be dangerous to 
democracy in any other hands. No­ 
body who knows the President well 
doubts that, in some respects, he 
sincerely regards himself as a sort 
of Messiah, divinely anointed to 
save w hat he regards as democ­ 
racy in a world in which it is 
threatened on every front—and to 
lead suffering humanity into the 
green pastures. 
W hy shouldn’t he think so? 
He 
is exclusively 
surrounded by a 
kind of official Hallelujah chorus 
which chants that thought Into his 
ears through praises and thanks­ 
giving in every waking moment. 
His immense personal popularity, 
and the adoring m ultitudes th at 
follow his progress through the 
land in a kind of semi-religious 
procession, inspire such thinking. 
Finally, there is the intellectual 
bankruptcy of his opposition and 
the complete absence on the hori­ 
zon, in any party, including his 
own, of a figure approaching him 
in 
glamour. 
W ith 
all 
this, 
hf 
would be less than hum an if he 
thought his re-election would be 
had for democracy. 
No leader in 
history in similar 
circumstances 
has avoided the suspicion th at God 
invented him. 
There is no wearness, illness or 
disillusionment 
about 
F.D.R. 
No 
other President so revelled in his 
job—-or made it pay him better. It 
has increased the wealth, preced­ 
ence and security of his whole fam 
ily, even to his "sister and his 
cousins and his aunts’’—or at least 
his uncle. 
His sons have married 
riches or otherwise been advanced 
to affluence. 
He delights riatous- 
ly in all thisj and is having the 
time of his life. 
W eariness as a 
cause for his retirem ent is out. 
Respect for the precedence of 
W ashington, Jefferson, Jackson and 
Wilson? 
lf there is one puckish 
caper in which Mr. Roosevelt glor 
its, it is In breaking precedents. l#e 
seems to go out of his way to find 
them to shatter. 
He boasts about 
it and chuckles every tim© he does 
it, like a naughty little boy heaving 
a brick through the banker’s w in­ 
dow. 
This chance to break the 
biggest precedent of all would start 
rather than stop a third term a t­ 
tem pt. 
There remains only one harrier. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
wants, 
above all 
things, to go down in history as a 
great President. That honor would 
be h u rt if he tried to do w hat the 
other g reat Presidents condemned 
—and failed. 
The fear 
of 
that 
alone could possibly stop the a t­ 
tempt. He is one of the ablest pol­ 
iticians in history. 
It is far too 
early for him to put his unprece­ 
dented political judgm ent to work 
on th at hazard. When he does, and 
if he decides he can surely make 
it, he will run—and be elected, be­ 
cause if it is not a cinch, he will 
not run.

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DEBTOR8 WITHOUT CREDITORS 
In an article under the heading of "Nation's AN 
fairs,” w ritten for the enlightenment of new spaper 
readers, E arnest Minor Patterson, president of thtf 
American Academy of Political and Social Science, 
makes the statem ent th at “for every debtor there 
m ust be a creditor." 
This statem ent; on the face of it, seems to be 
axiomatic. 
But under the present kind of money ie 
It true? 
Mr. Patterson, in the article, reasons th a t 
w hat one person borrows someone else m ust len< 
And consequently the lender has the income th at th e 
debtor pays. 
It would seem to the w riter that where Mr. Pat* 
terson errs in his reasoning is th at when the gov* 
ernm ent or anyone borrows money there is now no 
promise to pay back anything of value in itself. All 
that a promise to pay money now means, is to de* 
liver a given amount of pieces of paper on which la 
printed a term called “dollar." 
This piece of paper 
called a dollar is redeemable in other piece* of 
paper with no value In themselves back of them. Th# 
government can change the definition of this word 
"dollar” as it desires. The changing of the meaning 
of the word “dollar” changes the obligation of every 
financial promise of the government but th a t of ^ 
every citizen. 
A 
The banks and the government constantly are 
changing this thing called money as to its exchango ^ 
value. They create it out of thin air by w riting fig* 
ures on their ledgers. 
It thus being created out o f 
confidence it is destroyed by lack of confidence. 
W hat became of the creditors in Germany, ROS* 
sin, and every country that had financial obligations 
payable in money of no value in the money itself? 
The obligation was paid off but the creditor did not 
get w hat he gave to the debtor—money with tho 
same purchasing power. 
* 
The statem ent th at for every debtor there m ust bd 
r 
a creditor would be true when the creditor transfer# 
to the debtor actual money with value itself or 
wealth and does without the use of this wealth him -* 
self. 
But the statem ent Is confusing and misleading 
W’hen the lender loans something without a given 
fixed value itself. 
The bankers under our present system loan credit 
that can be traded for wealth the borrowers get w ltk 
this credit. 
The borrower gets the wealth from r«* 
duced purchasing power of everyone who has credits 4 
or promises to pay money as a result of this In* 
crease in bank credit for every debtor.
